TO STIFFEN BACKBONE 
OF TH E PROSECUTORS 


Columbus. Feb. 23.— Because of th< 
fact that little or no attempt is mad« 
by prosecuting attorneys and city so 
lieitors to recover 
fees 
unlawfully 
taken by local and county officials 
and shown up by the state account 
ing bureau examiners, a bill has been 
introduced by Senator Mathews, of 
Cuyahoga, giving the attorney general 
authority to institute either criminal 
or civil 
proceedings in such cases 
where the other legal officers fail to 
act. 
Although the accounting bureau 
has been 
in existence some 
eight 
years and has laid down the law time 
and again respecting fees and com­ 
pensations, many officials persist in 
ignoring the law and 
taking 
wtiat 
does not belong to them and no doubt 
the chief reason for this is that no 
official is ever prosecuted for such a 
cause. 
The Mathews bill w ill prob­ 
ably be made a law and if it does 
there •will be a stiffening up of the 
backbones of the prosecutors and so 
lieitors.
